Statistical experts in the financial 
district were busy with James Daniel 
Mortimer’s salary, Thursday. 

Mortimer is the new president of 
the Union Electric Light & Power 
Co., and he is said to receive $25,000 
a year for his services. The figure 
jugglers start out with the promise 
that the average family in St. Louts 
uses 200 kilowatts of the Union Elec- 
tric Company’s current each year. 

Mortimer’s salary if paid in cur- 
rent instead of currency would be 
the value of 208,800 kilowatts a year, 
or the amount of current paid for by 
1044 St. Louis families. 

Putting it another way it would 
take one family 1044 years to buy 
enough current to pay Mortimer’s 
salary for one year. %

3 Year. Old Accused of Assault 
Wheeled to Station

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Aug. 31.—The 
arrest here of Thomas Parker, a 3-year- 
old child, on a charge of assault and 
vattery, is believed to establish a record 
for the United States. So far as police 
records available here show, Thomas 
is the youngest prisoner ever taken to 
an American jail on a formal charge. 
The prisoner rode to the Second Pre- 
einct Police Station in his own car- 
riage with his mother as the motive 
power. 

The complaint on which the warrant 
was lodged by Joseph R. Blumenthal, 
who charged that the three Parker 
boys, Thomas, Charles and Edward, had 
hit him with stones. The two older 
brothers are aged 8 and 10 years. After 
examination all were allowed to go, in 
custody of thgir mother, to be arrainged 
later this week.

Widow of Late St. -Louisan’s 
Foster Son Seeks $500,000 
From Estate. 





Louis Thompson Bernero, 5 years and 
10 months old, played Thursday on the 
lawn in front of his home at 5049 Maple 
avenue, unaware of the effort of his 
Mrs. Lorraine T. Bernero, to 
make him perhaps the richest child in 
St. Louis. 

In a suit filed by his mother Wednes- 
day, little Louis is named as the claim- 
ant to the business building and site at 
900-902 Washington avenue, valued at 


$500,000. 


| The Washington avenue property was, 


in value, about one-half of the cstate 
of Louis Bernero, who died in 1904 after 
a remarkable career of moneymaking, 
which began with a small interest in a 
corner saloon and grew into a fortune 
of a million. 

No Provision for Heirs. 

Bernero left the Washington avenue 
pruperty to his wife during her life, 
and directed in his will that after her 
death it should go to their adopted son, 
Emanuel C. Bernero. Emanuel was not 
married then, and the will made no pro- 
vision for his heirs. The other half of 
the estate was willed to Mrs. Theresa 
Bernero outright. 

Within a year after his foster father’s 
death, Emanue!] Bernerc married. His 
child was born in the following year. 
Emanuel diéd last year, so that his fos- 
ter mother, Mrs. Theresa Bernero, sur- 
vived him. She died July 19 last, and in 
her will she disposed of the Washington 
avenue property along with the rest, 
willin git to her sister, Mrs. Clothilda 
Longinotti of Hot Springs, Ark., and the 
Longinotti children. 

She willed $10,000 to little Louis Thomp- 
son Bernero. The will provided that any

SPLITS ON BILL 


Charges of bad faith on the part of 
Comptroller Taussig in his dealines with 
the Hospital Board and threats com- 
pel the Mayor to sign the pending Dill 
appropriating $25,000 for the city insti- 
tutions if it passes the Municipal As- 
sembly, are the latest incidents of the 
fight that has been waging for several 
months between Mayor Kreismann and 
his friends and the Kiel faction in the 
House of Delegates. 

At a meeting of the Hospital Board 
Wednesday the debate on the question 
whether the pending bill should be with- 
drawn in pursuance of an agreement 
reached in a conference of its members 
with Comptroller Taussig and Acting 
Mayor Gundlach, two weeks ago, dis- 
closed a lack of harmony in the Board. 

Cc. L. Swarts, a member of the Board, 
declared that Comptroller Taussig had 
not respected the pledge he gave at ‘the 
conference, and Delégate Eugene Hale 
said a mandamus is a means of forcing 
action on the pending Dill. 

Says Comptroller Broke Pledge. 


“At the conference two weeks ago 
Comptrolier Taussig permitted members 
of this board to get the tmpression that 
‘ the present bill were withdrawn ke 
would concur in the appropriation of 4s 
much as $150,000,"" said Swarts. 

“t met Comptroller Taussig at the 
City Club yesterday and he said 2 
cculdn’t find more than $10,000 available 
for the hospitals at this time. I gave 
him no reply, because I didn’t believe 
his statement was made in good faith,” 
Swarts declared. 

$1,300,000 Available. 


‘City Auditor Hodges informs me 
that $1,300,000 is available for the 
hospitals or any other purpose,” Hale 
said. “Comptroller Taussig says he 
can’t spare more than $10,000. There 
is no use in wasting time with such 
an apoo73* 

“The trouble is that politics has 
been Injected into this question. If 
this bill were passed 60 days before 
a primary or an election and I were 
in charge of the hospitals, I. think I 
could control that election,” declared 
Hale. - 

Responsible for Deaths. 


“The men responsible for conditions 
now existing in our hospitals are 
parties to the deaths of the sick 
poor who are without adequate food 
or care,” 

Acting Mayor Gundlach, who was tak- 
ing Mayor Kreismann’s place at the 
meeting, interrupted Hale’s speech to 
characterize the efforts to pass the mill 
as having “violated the basic princi- 
ples of municipal legislation.”’ 

“Tf you are to. have a proper bill you 
can't permit one department to get into 
a corner and draft a measure like the 
present without consultation or concur- 
rence with the fiscal officers of’ the 
city,’’ Guniach said. 


| Board Is Divided. 


Tolkacz and Swarts appeared eager to 
eontinue the fight for the passage of the 
bih now tn the hands of a special 
committee of the House of Delegates 
but they received no- encouragement 
from Dr. W. John Harris, Dr. Raiph 
W. Thompson or Chairman B. F. Gray 
These members of the board are now 
believed to be ready to accept the 
Camptrolier’s ruling and introduce a 
substitute bill authorising an avpro- 
pration of $10,000 for food and equip- 
ment only and not for salaries. 

The Special Committee of the House 
of Delegates appointed to consider the 
hospital bill has divided two to three as 
to its report on the measure. Chairman 
Hale and Delegates Walker and Ittner 
favor the bill's passage. Delegates Igoe 
and Sommerich will present a minority 
report against its adoption when the 
House of Delégates meets Friday night.

TAFT IN FAVOR 
UF $20,000 PAY 
FOR U. 3. JUSTICES 


President in Bar Association 
Speech Also Says Other Fed- 
eral Judges Are Underpaid.

BOSTON, Aug. 31.—President Taft, in 
a speech here today before the annual 
convention of the American Bar Asgo- 
ciation declared that he was tn favor of 
higher’ salaries for judges and that the 
pay for United States Supreme Court 
justices should be not less than $25,000 
a& year. 

The President’s speech was enthusias- 
tically received, especially that part in 
which he showed that in his opinion a 
patent lawyer should not be made a 
judge to pass on patents. The execu- 
tive’s idea upon that subject is that 
there should be a separate court of na- 


jional appeal to take care of patent 


ases, so as to relieve the United States 

Supreme Court. 

President Taft arrived from his sum- 
mer home at Beverly and received an 
enthusiastic reception. 

Previous to the President's arrival 
the association debated at 'ength a reso- 
lution denouncing the coctrine of recall 
of judges and urging the various state 
bar associations to “expose the fallacy 
of judicial recall.”’ | 

President Taft spoke of the need for 
reform-.in judicial procedure: He 
clared. that the initiative should be 
taken up by lawyers and said that it 
always gave him great pleasure to 
speak on this.subject “‘ffom a pulpit” 
where his hearers would understand 
him. 


Higher Pay for Judges, 


The President said that there was 
reed for advancing judicial salaries #o 
that “the best men of the bar” might 
be secured for th.4 /arious courts. Ths 
United States Circuit judges, he said. 
gre not paid so ‘well proportionately as 
ate the United States District judges. 
He thought a return to the old system 
whereby judges in different localities 
were paid different salaries would be 
dangerous. 

‘The salaries of ti Supreme Cour* 
justices, the President said, should be 
increased. . 

“I think,” said he, “that the salaries 
of the Supreme Court fustices should 
be placed at $25,000 a vear.”’ 

Referring to the difficulties of the 
patent law, the President sald that he 
would prefer to take a judge and make 
a good patent lawyer out of him than 
to take a patent lawyer and make a 
Judge out of him. «8 sally on a sub- 
ject that lawyers consider most intri- 
cate raised a hearty laugh. 

Wants a Patent Court, 

“The use of the Supreme Court in pat- 
ent cases,’’ he said, “has proved itself 
undesirable. There should be another 
court to consider patent appeals.” 

Coming to the question of the 
power of the courts, the President 
spoke with vehemence. 

“Thank Ged,” he sald, “we had John 
Marshall and his associates to decide 
that the courts are the ultimate 
tribunal to make the laws that the 
legislature enacts sqtare with the 
tegisiation.” 

Reciting briefly the general arbditra- 
tion treaties with Great Britain ahd 
with France the President made it 
plain that he did not belfeve thé ob- 
jections made to the treaties were 
valid. 

Drawing an analogy between a sick 
‘ndian, who, he sald, always Wants 
something “that bites” te make him 
well, the President safd this natieh 
wants something that “bites” ta the 
arbitration treaties, something that 
binds and «sticks. 

The President started on his return 
trip to Beverly about noon.

He asserts that Shelton put the Dill 
in his pocket and walked away. When 
Holland. demanded change, he says, 
Shelton laughed and said he would keep 
the other §7 as a tip. 

Holland says that after Shelton put 
the $10 bill in his pocket he stepped be- 
tween Shelton and the automobile and 
demanded his change. Shelton knocked 
him down. Holland rose and knocked 
Shelton down. 

Draws a’ Knife. 

As Shelton got up, Holland says, he 
thought he saw a knife in his hand. He 
then drew his own knife. 

Shelton’s version is that no fight pre- 
ceded the cutting. At the city hospital 
Thursday he said that when he de- 
manded pay for the ride Holland 
wrapped a $10 bill around a large open 
knife and advanced on him, saying: 
‘Here is your money.”’ 

Without other warning, he says, 
land stabbed him. - 

A $10 bill was found In Shelton’s pock- 
et. Shelton explains this by saying’ that 
after sta! ing him Holland dropped the 
bill and the large knife and he picked 
them up. 

When policemen stopped the fight 
Shelton handed them a large knife with 
which he said Holland had cut him. 
Holland was chased three blocks and 
arrested in. the rear of 308 North Chan- 
ning avenue. 

Miss Govier was taken to the station, 
but released. She will be summoned as 
a witness ro tell of the bargain made

Strong Opposition Made to the 
Selection of Gomez for 
Place. 


By Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Aug. 31.—Francisco 1. 


Madero, nominated by the Progressive 


party for President of Mexico, expects 
to have Francisco Vasquez Gomes for 
running mate. The erstwhile agent of 
the revoultion at Washington was 
grilled by the partisans of three other 
candidates for the Vice-presidency, but 
when the convention adjourned the can- 
didacy of no other man had been con- 
sidered. 

Jose Pino Suarez and Aldredo Robles 
Dominguez are next in public favor, 

Madero was the only candidate for the 
presidency, whose name was placed be- 
fore the convention. No speeches were 
made. The chairman announced Made- 
ro’s candidacy, went through the form- 
ality of asking if there were others, and 
Was greeted by a chorus of “noes,” 


Vote Was Unanimous. 
One delegate, seated on the stage, at- 


tempted to make a speech in Madero’s 
support. The delegates shouted him 
down, and called for a vote, It was 
unanimous. 

An instant later every delegate was on 
his feet, and to the chorus of ‘‘Vivas,” 
was added the cheers of the spectators 
in the galleries. For fully 10 minutes 
the uproar continued. 

The committee which had been sent to 
advise Madero of his nomination, re- 
ported that he had accepted, and agreed 
to appear before and address the body. 

The delegates seized upon this as an 
excusé for another outbreak of applause, 
which resulted in an adjournment, fol- 
lowing the adoption of a resolution that 
the entire body should immediately 
march to Madero’s home. 

Impromptu Speeches Made, 

Impromptu speeches were then ex- 
changed, and it was late when the 
newly-created politiclans left for 
their hotels. Announcement of Ma- 
dero’s acceptance, came at the con- 
clusion of a speech which brought 
about the most dramatic moment of 
the convention, 

It is generally believed that there will 
not be active opposition to the election 
of Madero; and that if there is, it is 
conceded that his election is assured. 

By agreement the names of ths 
candidates for vice-president had 
been drawn by lot to be discussed in 
rotation. Vasquez Gomez was the 
first name drawn. 

For and against, a number of dele- 
gates had spoken, when Jesus Urueta 
began a speech in opposition. Re: 
nowned as one of the most brilliant 
of Mexico’s orators, he had little dif- 
ficulty in swaying an audience al- 
ready opposed, in the majority, to 
Gomez, 

Sarcasm His Weapon, 

He used sarcasm without stint. 
The greater portion of his invective 
was based upon the title “brains of 
the revolution,” given Vasquez Gomez 
during the war. Sarcastically he re- 
peated the phrase and then followed 
it by instances calculated to show 
that the candidate’s actions were far 
from those which would entitle him 
to such distinction. 

Luis Cabrera, a writer of national 
fame, and better known as Blas Ur- 
rea, undertook to answer the orator’s 
arguments. 

In the midst of his speech, he 
sprung a surprise. 

Other speakers haq declared sar- 
castically that Gomez had taken un- 
fair advantage of the deleg@ies Dy 
sending them misleading telegrams 
regarding his candidacy. 

Cabrera read a telegram which he

TAFT IN THE “ENEMY? s COUNTRY. 3 

On his projected tour through 22 states Mr. Taft 
will pay special attention to such “insurgent ter- 
ritory” as Wisconsin, Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
Kansas and Nebraska and to California, perhaps 
the most decidedly insurgent of all territory. This 
his supporters call carrying the war into the en- 
emy’s country. 

The last election showed that there is a good 
deal of enemy’s country. Practically all the states 
are enemy’s country, for in practically all - the 
Republicans were repulsed last year. They lost 
four congressmen in stand-pat Pennsylvania and 
five in stand-pat Illinois. They lost three in Mis- 
sourl, where the average of insurgency is low. 

In 1908 the Repu >licans had a plurality of 687,- 
000 in the congressional contests; in 1910 the Dem- 
ocrats had a plurality of 129,000. Unless there 
has been a sweeping change in sentiment, Mr. 
Taft may have difficulty in finding any extensive 
area of particularly friendly country. 

About the time he is finishing his tour he will 
have authoritative information on the point. 
Elections will be held in November of this year 
in five states. Four of.these are Massachusetts, 


_ which now has a Democratic Governor by virtue 


of the Payne-Aldrich law; Rhode Island, with a 


“Republican Governor elected by only 550 votes; 


Maryland, with a Democratic Governor elected by 
7700 votes, and Kentucky, with a Republican Gov- 
ernor elected by 18,000 votes. National issues will 
have a strong influence on the result in all these 
four states, the fifth State being Mississippi. 
Special elections, with results even more directly 
dependent on nationa) issues, will be held in sev- 
eral congressional districts to fill vacancies. They 
will afford a much speedier opportunity for an 
expression of judgment on the Taft tariff vetoes 
than was afforded by the significant special elec- 
tions of 1910. 
The tariff act of 1909 transformed the 687,000 
Republican plurality on congressmen at the time 


- of Taft’s own election into a 129,000 Democratic 


plurality two years later, a total shift of $16,000 
votes. Mr. Taft's vetoes at tho 1911 session per- 
petuating especially obnoxious features of that 
act, accentuates and renders more potent the very 
CRUBE ‘of last year's astounding pglitical revolt.

POPULARITY AND THE LID. 

The one remedy seriously advanced as a means 
of making St. Louis attractive to the traveler is 
to abolish the lid. A supplemental reason for the 
same is that our pleasure-loving natives fly to 
Illinois on Sunday, where they spend in bibulous 
adventure much substance to the vast enrichment 
of the hated foreigner and the impoverishment of 
honest St. Louis tradesmen. The hotels are bare 
at the week’s end. The theaters suffer. Trade 
is injuréd. The town has a hectic black eye. Its 
reputation abroad is for ultra-conservatism, smug 
morality and general somnolence. Therefore, be 
it known, the lid should be lifted. 

“And yet it is a good lid. Its tightness is one of 
the city’s finest achievements. It is a friendly lid. 
It saved us from the rigors and immoralities of 
lawless prohibition. It promotes self-respect and 
respect for the law. New York, Pittsburg, Boston, 
Chicago, Minneapolis and other cities have lids, 
but none of them has a lid that is better, or tight- 
er or more effective or so well guarded as 
our lid. Having achieved this distinction, shall 
we surrender it because we know no pleasure but 
drinking and find no relaxation save in unre- 
strained indulgence? 

Is there nothing to make a city attractive to the 
wayfarer except dramshops? Is the traveling pub- 
lic so single-minded that it avoids cities where 
it finds the opportunities for drinking limited? 
Would Boston be less famous or popular if it had 
no saloons? Does lidless Detroit attract visitors 
only because it is lidless? Is Milwaukee’s lure 
only that which made it farhous? Is there noth- 
ing to New York but the wine palaces of the 
Great White Way? 

If St. Louis confesses that it has no attractions 
when the saloons are closed, the world will come 
to agree with St. Louis in that respect. And has 
St. Louis no other attractions on Sunday? Shall 
we ignore the thezters, which are fortunately open 
on that. day, the parks, which never close, the 
band concerts of the summer, the symphony con- 
certs of the winter, the baseball, the art gallery— 
the things which satisfy us six days.in the week 
with the saloons as supplements? If these are 
net attractions, unsupplemented, what are they? 
If they are not enoug4 in extent or variation, it 
‘would be well to provide others—better streets, 
more parks with more attractions, a clear river 
front, clean streets and alleys, public bath houses 
and swimming pools, municipal dance halls and 
all the things which cities have and in which they 
customarily take pride. 

What rot it is, aft r all, to say that the lid 
hampers St. Louls and makes it unpopular! What 
is more absurd than to assume, first, that the 
city is unpopular, and then deduce from that ri- 
diculous premise that only by violating the law 
can popularity be regained. 

The Post-Dispat.h declines to accept either the 
premise or the conclusion. It declines {o believe 
that all urban attractions fail if the saloons are 
closed. It declines to believe that removing the 
lid would make St. Louis popular if it is not pop- 
ular now. It declines .o belicve that popularity 
with those who find the dramshop the source of 
it, is of either importance or value. It declines 
to believe that lifting the lid at the cost of fore- 
sworn officials and the respect of the people is 
advisable or necessary. 

But the Post-Dispatch has no objection what- 
ever to regilatéd ard licensed saloons being open 
on Sunday.” Thé way to achieve that, howeverNis 
not by “lifting the lid,” but by changing the law. 
If we are to have open saloons on Sunday. let us 
have them ‘lawfully and by orderly process.

Dog owners who are not convinced that the 
Health Department has acted with reason in 
enforcing the dog muzzling ordinance may be 
enlightened by reading the page im the coming 
Sunday Post-Dispatch on the subject of rabies 
or hydrophobla. The facts therein stateq are 
from the highest nfedical sources and represent 
the Jatest discoveries on the subject. os 

It appears that an epidemic of rabies is slowly 
passing across the Middle States, affecting a 
large number of dogs. In every city, as well as 
in-the country districts, the number of dogs that 
have been afflicted with the disease has in- 
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creased, and the number of. persons bitten is 


quite alarming, It is possible that the unusually 
hot weather this summer has had something 
to do with this condition. 

The order in regard to muzzling should be 
strictly enforced, to the end that the disease may 
be stamped out, as it has been in Great Britain 
and other countries where this precaution has 
been taken. With the right kind of muzzle, the 
dog need not suffer, and human beings wil] be 
protected, as well as the dog himeelf, from all 
danger.

The graduates of American medical schools this 
year numbered 4432, including 159 women. In 
1904 the number of graduates was 5906, a reduc- 
tion of 1474, or almost exactly 33 per cent. 

No relation of cause and effect was ever clear- 
er than tue one that places the responsibility for 
this reduction on the more exacting standards 
prescribed both for admission and graduation. 
To the same thing is due the decrease of 64 in the 
number of medical schools in the United States. 

The falling-off in the number of graduates 
promises to be progressive. The total number df 
medical students this year is fewer by 8356 than 
the number seven years ago, which means that 
next year’s graduating class is likely to be as 
much smaller than this year’s as this year’s was 
smaller than that in 1910. :

NEW LAWS IN NEW YORK. 
From the New York World. 

From Friday on, in this State, it will 
be felony to carry a concealed weapon, 
and misdémeanor to own a firearm. A 
license costing $10 will enable you to 
be armed. But that may be more that 
the old revolver in your trunk is worth. 
To be safe you might throw it away, 
although it is reasonably safe to let it 
stay in the trunk, since the police can- 
not search your house without a war- 
rant and the offense of possession is 
a misdemeanor only. But it will go 
hard with the thug or brawler caught 
with a “gun” in his pocket. 

From Friday on, prize-fighting will bz 
resumed after eleven years of paper out- 
lawry. The bouts cannot last more than 
ten rounds and must be fought with 
eight-ounce gloves in buildings safe- 
guarded against fire and under the 
direction of licensed clubs which wil! 
forfeit $19,000 if these conditions are 
violated or if there is a sham fight. : 

From Friday on, it will be illegal to 
paint or paste an advertisement on the 
property of another without his consent, 
or to post advertising on the highways. 
It will be legal for anvone to remove 
highway advertising. and the Good 
Roads Committee of the Automobile 
Club has appointéd Friday as ‘clean-up 
day,” when all drivers are urged to de- 
story these offenses wherever found. 

From Friday on, the slaughter of wild 
game in America will be materially 
checked by the virtual closing of its 
greatest market. It will be against the 
law in this State to sell all game save 
deer, black ducks, rnallards and phea- 
sants bred in captivity. and certain 
stock imported from Europe. 

These four laws just about offset. each 
other. It willl be profitless to kill game 
for the market, and with one’s pistol 
taken away it will be hard to kill any- 
thing else. But one can legally satisfy 
his destructive propensitfes by smashing 
highway advertisements or by watching 
auly licensed pugilists smash each other.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The pendu- 
lum swung back again last night. After 
11 years a prize fight open to the pub- 
lic was held in Madison Square Garden 
and 40,000 was paid by 10,000 men—and 
one woman, to see Mat Wells, light- 
weight champion of England, whip 
New York’s ‘‘Knockout’’ Brown. And 
20,000 others laughed at the rain and 
crowded the streets about the garden, 
waiting the outcome of the struggle. 

A woman well dressed and good look- 
ing got by the gatemen on the arm of 
her escort and was snugly seated in an 
arena box. when Senator Frawley, fa- 
ther of the new law, spied her, and sug- 
gested to Harry Pollock, manager of 
the fight, that she be asked to leave. 
She took the suggestion in good hu- 
mor, saying that the next time a party 
of suffragettes would insist upon their 
right to be present. 

Not that New York has been fight- 
less since the Horton law was repealed 
a decade; ago, for there have been 
nightly ‘contests. But these have all 
been conducted under the club law pro- 
tection whereby the patrons were com- 
pelled to go through the farce of join- 
ing the clubs to see the bouts. 

Fights Open to Public. 

Now there need be no more subter- 
fuges. Fights can be advertised widely 
and admission charged. The 
Treasury gets 5 per cent of the gross 
receipts of each contest, and this is 
used in part to’defray the expenses of 
three commissioners ‘who direct the 
sport.

Sold Elsewhere, He 
Declares 


STATE FIGURES WRONG 


Tests on Which Cutler’s State- 
ments Were Made Were Mis- 
leading, Says Buckland 


City Chemist Thomas A. Bucklan4 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday 
that only 2.32 per cent of the milk soi1 
from wagons in St. Louis was impure, 
end that 22.78 per cent of the milk sold 
from stores is below the standard 2f 
quality fixed by ordinance. The City 
Chemist based his conclusions on thou- 
sands of tests made during the past 
year. 

The ordinance requires that milk sol‘ 
in St. Louis shall contain not less than 
2 per cent butter fat, and not less than 
8 per cent solids not fat. The chemist’s 
tests show that 766 per cent of the 
milk sold from wagons contains 3.6. per 
cent butter fat, and that 40.52 per cent 
of the milk sold from the stores con- 
tains the same quantity of butter fat. 

Of the milk sold from wagons 27.01 
per cent contains 8 per cent or more of 
butter fat, while 36.70 per cent of the 
milk sold in bulk contains the same per 
centage. Of the milk sold from wagons 
15.62 per cent contains less than 8 
per cent of solids not fat, and 34.40 per 
cent of the milk sold from stores ap- 
proximates the same quality. 


Standard Here Not Bad. 
From thousands of tests made, the 


City Chemist decides that St. Louis 
milk is officially not bad. The stand- 


ard of the milk tn St. Louis compares 


favorably with that of other cities, he 
says, although St. Louis has but two 
inspectors to protect itself from the 
flood of impure milk that comes Mmto 
the city every day.’ 

The use of formaldahyde as a pre- 
servative has been practically discon- 
tiriued in St. Louis, Buckland says. 
Very little artificial coloring matter is 
found. 

Buckland says ‘the report of State 
Food Commissioner Cutler on the 
milk supply of St. Louis is mislead- 
ing, as he tested only 19 samples of 
St. Louis milk, and 10 of these were 
taken from one dairyman who was 
under suspicion. The Food Commis- 
sioner’s report showed that more than 
58 per cent of the milk was adulter- 
ated or skimmed. 

Not Much Impure Milk Sold. 

“There is not much bad milk sold 
in St. Louis,” said Chemist Buckland 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “The 
milk we get is not of the quality 
you would jget from a Jersey cow in 
the country, but it is about eg good 
as we can expect under the conditions 
now existing. - 

“Many farmers who supply milk to 
St. Louls markets have no ice, The 
milk is put into cans and shipped 
into the city. The railroads do not 
supply refrigerator cars, and _ the 
milk often comes here in bad condi- 
tion. It has to be pasteurized. We 
may say that pasteurization its a 
necessary evil, but it kills the germs 
that form in the milk in transit. 

‘‘We have been enforcing the-emiyk law 
as vigorously as possible with our lim- 
ited force of inspectors. Last year we 
took 65793 samples of milk, cream and 
skimmed milk from wagons, and 1532 
from stores. We received many other 
samples from other sources. 


“We started 168 prosecutions which 


Pi resulted in 124 convictions. 


Inspectors Needed. 


“St. Louls needs inspectors clothed 
with authority to Visit the dairies from 
which we obtain our milk supply. Chi- 
cago has 12 inspectors who go outside 
of the city to 'nspect.dairies and inforce 
sanitary regulations. If we had a staff 
of inspectors to visit the dairies, an in- 
creased staff to lookout for violations of 
the laws in the city, and some means 
of forcing. the railroads te furnish re- 
frigerator cars for the shipment of milk, 
we could greatly improve the quality of 
the milk delivered to St. Louis con- 
sumers."" 

“The purchase ef bulk milk from 
stores should be discouraged. Nearly 
all the milk sold from wagons is bot- 
tled. Where it is carelessly handled in 
bulk in stores the danger of contamina- 
tion is much greater. 

“Our tests which show a percentage 
of bad milk in the 8t. Louis market 
we've made from samples taken gener- 
ally from dealers whe have persisted fn 
violating the law. For that reason the 
milk supply seems really worse than it 
is. Many of the dairies make an honest 
effort to comply with the law, and we 
do not watch them as closely as we 
do the dairies that try te sell bad 
milk.”
